P o s t m as t e r J am is o n o f Ashbo urne, Pa., 
has been acquitted fo r the sho o ting o f a 
burglar who attem pted to enter his o ffice 
thro ugh a windo w last Sunday mo rning. 
Jamiso n slept o nly a few feet fro m the w in­ 
do w, and when the thief put his head thro ugh 
the space that he had o pened, the Po stmaster 
gave him a sho t in the middle o f the fo re­ 
head. 
Tho ugh the bullet went thro ugh his 
head, the fello w walked nearly half a mile 
befo re he fell dead. 
He was well armed and 
had afull set o f burglar to o ls.

been Identified. 


T he last o f the A lbany penitentiary co n­ 
tracts expire/à yesterday, and the priso ners 
are all icile with the exceptio n o f abo ut 80 
Who are clearing up the wo rk o f the brush 
co ntract which expired in January last. The 
Exp ress says that o f the 800 wiio have been 
idle fo r several mo nths, no t o ne has sho wn 
signs o f the mental ruin o r mo ral degradatio n 
so much co mplained o f in the state institu­ 
tio ns. 
But the tax payers are likely to feel 
an unpleasant pressure upo n the brain,fo r the 
inco me o f the co unty fro m the penitentiary, 
which was $5,000 per m o nth when the sho e 
co ntracts were in o peratio n, has fallen to 
$1,400 a m o nth, and will no w be less. 


P r e s ide nt H ar r is o n rem arked in his 
brief speech yesterday that “ the captain who 
gives to the sea his cargo o f rags that he m ay 
give safety and deliverance to his imperiled 
fello w men has fam e; he who lands the 
cargo has o nly wages.” 
T his thro ws the 
Philadelphia Reco rd into a spasm o f disgust; 
in o ne place it speaks o f the unhappy simile, 
as the likening o f W ashingto n to the captain 
o f a cargo o f rags, and in ano ther it suggests 
he go t 
pretty near the 
ragged edge o f 
rheto rical flapdo o dle. 
It is surprising that 
that the Reco rd sho uld nsake such a blunder. 
The perso n who m the President had in mind 
was the o ne who m that paper has been ap­ 
plauding as a hero fo r a week o r m o re— 
Captain M urrell o f the Misso uri. 
He did 
thro w o ver his cargo o f rags to save imperiled 
lives, and it was o ne o f the no blest deeds 
o f the last quarter-century. 
Murrell was 
very much such a hero o n a small scale as 
W ashingto n had been o n a large o ne. 
The 
simi|e was happy, appo site and timely, and 
was a co m plim ent that may cause o ^ier men 
to imitate M urrell’s example. 


W il l iam H. B ar nit m , Chairm an o f the 
Demo crat Natio nal Co m m ittee,died yesterday 
mo rning at his ho me in Lime Iio ck, Co nn., 
aged 70. 
He began life as a farm er’s so n in 
Co lumbia co unty, this state, but his father 
subsequently 
established 
the 
first 
iro n 
fo undry 
at 
Lim e 
Ro ck, 
fro m 
which 
was 
realized 
a 
great 
deal 
o f wealth. 
T he so n fo llo wed the o ccupatio n 
o f his father during his entire life, and accu­ 
mulated a fo rtune. 
H e entered po litics in 
1851 as a m ember o f the Legislature. 
He 
was subsequently elected to the lo wer bo use 
o f Co ngress fo r five term s, serving fro m 1867 
tilt 1876, w hen he resigned to fill the vacancy 
in the Senate caused by the death o f O. S. 
Ferry, 
H e was succeeded three years later 
by O. H. P latt, Republican. 
Since 1868 he 
has been a delegate to every Demo cratic N a­ 
tio nal Co nventio n. 
His chairm anship o f the 
Demo cratic Natio nal Co mmittee dates fro m 
1880, in which year his zeal in charging up­ 
o n Gen. Garfield the Mo rey fo rgery disturbed 
po pular co nfidence in his integrity and re­ 
spect fo r truth. 
H e w as a firm believer in 
the use o f mo Dey fo r the carrying o f elec­ 
tio ns, and co ntributed liberally.

and aro und Unio n Square, by Fo urteenth- 
street to Fifth avenue,to W ashingto n Sqaure,

'WITNESSED BY 1,000,000 PEOPLE.

T he stand o f the “ P uurjllun drcd,” with 
the o ne to wering abo ve it erected by the

Grand Marshal reached that po int just befo re 
10 o ’clo ck. 


IT WAS A GRAND EVENT. 


It was evident that the industrial parade 
was regarded by tho usands as the grand 
event o f 
the three-days’ celebratio n, fo r 
the po pular o ut-po uring was equalled o nly by 
yesterday’* cro wds. 
Indeed, it was m so me 
respects the biggest sho w o f them all. 
All 
the gay hunting with which the City had 
diN o ratcd it>eit was brighter and mo re go r­ 
geo us than ever in the m o rning sunshine, and 
m any additio nal flags and streamers went up 
in ho no r o f the “ Peo ple’s Day.” 
This was 
especially no ticeable away o ver o n the east 
and west sides o f the City, where the streets 
and 
avenues were 
strikingly 
deco rated. 
L ittle flags blo sso med o ut fro m every windo w 
in the great tenement ho uses, and made the 
dingy o ld buildings bright w ith co lo r and 
Hfo . 
AT xI aDISON SQUARE. 


A t Madiso n Square the reviewing stand 
aud that abo ut the W o rth Mo nument held an 
enthusiastic thro ng which gave President Har­ 
riso n a tumultuo us welco me when he arrived 
w ith the members o f the o fficial party to take 
his place o n the platfo rm. 


AN INSPIRING SIGnT. 
It was an inspiring sight, this fluttering o f 
handkerchiefs and tlie waving o f hats, as 
the o ccupants o f the stand ro se up to greet 
the Chief Magistrate, and the cheering co uld 
be heard fo r blo cks aro und. 
A t the Unio n 
Square stand there were hundreds o f wo men 
and children o n h ard at 6 o ’clo ck in the 
m o rning, and every o ne o f the free seats was 
o ccupied 
early. 
At 
Fo rty-Seco nd street 
Reservo ir, W averly Place, and all alo ng the 
line where private stands had been erected, 
places were quickly dispo sed o f, ami it was 
impo ssible to supply places fo r the clamo ro us 
m ultitude. 
Mo st o f the trucks which had 
perm its fo r the side streets alo ng the line o f 
m arch had been left standing in’ their places 
o ver night, and were lo aded do wn with sight­ 
seers. 
AT THE GRAND STAND. 
President Harriso n, in his baro uche,drawn 
by tire ho rses and headed by a squad o f 
m o unted po lice, acco mpanied by Vice-Presi­ 
dent Mo rto n, Co lo nel Cruger and Lieutenant 
Judso n, United States Arm y, dro ve up to tlie 
Madiso n

Nearly 
every trade and industry, every natio nality 
and all the principal civic o rganizatio ns which 
exist in the big Co smo po litan City were re­ 
presented, each in its o wn peculiar fashio n, 
io rm iilg a display o f the utmo st variety and 
picturesquencss. 


MAGNIFICENT FLOATS. 
The great feature o f the parade was the 
series o f flo ats, which were co nstructed o n a 
magnificent scale representing many histo ri­ 
cal events and allego rical tableaux, illustrat­ 
ing the industrial pro gress o f the Natio n dur­ 
ing the Century o f its existence. 
The no vel 
sight o f men engaged in actual labo r upo n 
these flo ats in the vario us industries repre­ 
sented while the parade was mo ving alo ng 
was paesentcd, and in the character o f the 
o rganizatio ns participating there was no end 
o f variety. 


THE GERMAN SECTION. 
A striking feature was the Germ an sectio n 
which was 
presented by 25,000 men in 
line, and who se flo ats were mainly devo ted 
to allego rical designs,arranged with the mo st 
artistic taste. 


NOTABLE HISTORIC DESIGNS. 
Amo ng the mo re no table o f the histo ric de­ 
signs were the flo ats which represented V ir­ 
ginia, which was in the fo rm o f an o ld sailing 
Vessel bringing o ver co lo nists to the Jam esto wn 
Settlement ; No w Yo rk's flo at sho wed a bo at­ 
lo ad o f Dutch settlers landing o n Manhattan 
Island, with a tent and Indian o n the sho re. 
Massachusetts had a Mayflo wer o n a small 
scale in which a gro up o f the Pilgrim F ath­ 
ers were gathered amidships and the famo us 
co mpact was being signed. 
A lo g cabin with 
Indians trading with the early settlers, repre­ 
senting Deleware and M aryland, bad a scene 
o n tlie sho re o f Chesepeake Bay, where Lo rd 
Baltimo re 
landed 
with 
his 
co lo nists. 
On the Pennsylvania flo at William Penn was 
represented dealing with the Indians and re­ 
fusing to make a treaty. 
Geo rgia had a small 
Co lto n plantatio n with Go verno r Ogelethnrpc 
and a gro up o f early Îluguetio t settlers in the 
fo regro und. Other flo ats sho wed the reading 
o f the Declaratio n o f Independence, W ashing­ 
to n Cro ssing the Delaware and W ashingto n at 
Valley Fo rge with Steuben. The first named 
came near the head o f the co lumn and was a 
co py o f the Old Federal State Ho use in 
Philadelphia, where the Declaratio n o f Indé­ 
pendance was drawn up and signed, July 4, 
1776. 
The Swiss Germans had two flo ats, 
beautiful in design, o ne representing Helnetia 
with 22 living female figures in the dress o f 
the different canto ns, and au Alpine » o ene 
with a living gro up sho wing Tell defying 
Gessler. 


PRINCE CARNIVAL. 
One o f the mo st elabo rate tableaux was in 
the German wing o f the pro cessio n. 
It rep­ 
resented Prinec Carnival and was 30 feet 
lo ng, eight feet wide and 18 feet high. 
A 
num ber o f co lo ssal champaigne bo ttles, six 
feet high, with an eno rmo us glass po ised upo n 
their co rks, sto o d in the middle o f the flo o r. 
Fo r deco ratio ns there were m iniature musical 
instrum ents and gro upes o f merry-makers, 
dancers and maskers.

Lo relei sat at tlie to p and played a 
harp while a yo ung man came o ut o f o ne o f 
the caves in a bo at and sung abo ut wo e to the 
nymphs.

The 
Sco tsmen in their kilts and kirtles attracted 
a great deal o f attentio n and their pipers 
stirred up co nsiderable, enthusiasm all the 
way do wn Fifth-avenue. 
The Ho bo ken Fire 
Department dragged alo ng their antiquated 
ho o k and ladder truck, and it was milch ad­ 
m ired by the o ld vo lenteer firemen fro m 
Bro o klyn and Philadelphia« 


t he f i r e m e n 's D iyisio w . 


The New-Yo rk Vo lunteer Firem en’s Asso ­ 
ciatio n num bered 600 men, and the “ laddies” 
were lo udly cheered. 
The engine and ho se 
co mpanies fro m o ut o f to wn presented a fine 
appeurance with their highly-po lished m a­ 
chines and bright new unifo rms. 
There 
were abo ut 4,000 men in this divisio n. 
The 
400 Bro o klyn Po lice, who came alo ng just 
after the firemen, also presented a tine ap­ 
pearance. 
ITALIAN DIVISION. 
The extent o f the Italian divisio n surprised 
many o f the spectato rs. Tlie Italian Military 
Asso ciatio n turned o ut 13 co mpanies o f 36 
men each, the civic so cieties as m any mo re, 
while their two flo ats were as well received 
as any in tlie parade. 
OTHER FOREIGN ELEMENTS. 
The Scandinavian-Am erican so cieties also 
made a go o d sho wing. 
Indeed what are 
usually 
term ed 
the “ fo reign elem ents” 
earned the right to a large share o f the credit 
fo r the success o f the parade. 
THE HIBERNIANS. 
The Hibernians numbered quite 10,000. 
So me were unifo rm ed and so me were no t. 
Irish and American flags alternated all o ver 
the divisio n. 
THE COLORED MEN. 
T he Co lo red Centennial Co mmittee was 
preceded by a baud o f co lo red musicians who 
disco ursed so me very 
rem arkable music. 
The regular Irish sectio n o f the parade was 
under co mmand o f General M artin T. Mc­ 
Maho n. 
It included nearly all the Irish- 
American so cieties o f New-Ÿo rk and abo ut 
a do zen Catho lic benevo lent so cieties. 
The 
Irishmen had no reaso n to think their effo rts 
were no t appreciated, fo r the sight o f the 
green flag beside the Stars and Stripes was 
rapturo usly greeted at every stand and by 
tlie peo ple who liued the curb sto nes.

Half a hundred peo ple are kno w n to 
have been serio usly hurt, a num ber perhaps 
fatally. 
Sco res o f o thers suffered 
painful 
wo und* 
The peo ple were massed in walls 
as so lid as tlie fro wning sto nes o f the Audi­ 
to rium against which they were hurled when 
the first, stro ng blo w o f exeitem eut bro ke the 
great mo b into sco res o f trem endo us crushes 
and stampedes. 
Under the glare o f the .fire­ 
wo rks, which the thro ng had gathered to see, 
the faces o f tho usands o f wo men sho wed 
white and pleading. The shrieks o f children, 
tram pled under fo o t, co uld be plainly heard 
abo ve the bo o ming o f tiie big bo mbs and tlie 
cheers o f the unaffected parts o f the Vast as­ 
semblage. 
First the pressure o f the west 
side fo rced the cro wd against the A udito rium , 
StudcbakeFs building and the A rt Institute, 
Then the reactio n euiiie, end with a great 
ro ar the mo b was fo rced eastward alm o st lo 
the lake side. 
The Illino is Central suburban 
trains were fo rced to sto p, po werless to get 
thro ugh the press o f peo ple. 
Aside fro m the 
presence o f the great cro wd itself, the cause 
o f the excitement was the huge serpentine 
tire wo rks. 
One o f them sho t o ut fro m the 
stand and squifmed thro ugh the peo ple, 
sco rching everybo dy in its co urse. 
A no ther 
fo llo wed a mo ment later, seeming literally to 
rip the cro wd in two . 
W o men 
fainted 
everywhere and were brutally tram pled upo n 
as they lay in tlie grass. 
A m o vem ent o f the 
cro wd away fro m the threatened ho rro r o f a 
who lesale 
panic 
was 
met 
by 
the 
mo vement in tlie o ppo site directio n, and the 
result was a terrible co nvulsio n o f the who le 
bo dy. 
Seventy-five po licemen, sent by Cap­ 
tain Bartram to keep o rder, were to ssed abo ut 
as they m ight have been o n a billo wy sea. 
But the wo rst was to co me. 
Co ngress-strect 
is narro w alo ngside the A udito rium , and 
when the greatest jain came, as it so o n after­ 
ward did, when the firewo rks were o ver, and 
the peo ple started west-ward and enco untered 
the m ultitudes who had no t been able lo sie 
the firewo rks, the co llisio n was frightful. 
Men fo ught and cursed and bo re each o ther 
do wn, the wo men and children m eantim e 
getting tlie wo rst 
o f the struggle. 
They 
were 
kno cked 
under 
fo o t 
aud 
gro und 
by 
tho usands 
o f 
heels, 
their 
cries being unheeded in the din. 
T he po lice­ 
men, In despair, threatened to sho o t the men 
who were preswug resistlessly o ver the un­ 
fo rtunate weaklings. 
Bo rne o fficers did draw 
their revo lvers and tired in the air to frighten 
tlie m o b into qujet, but apparently no thing 
co uld stay the o utbreak. 
It was no t until the 
west bo und tho usands at last fo rced their 
way o ut into Wabash-uvenue that tlie wild 
scene ended. 
THE INJURED. 
Tlie victim s were hurriedly gathered up 
and carried to their ho mes and the ho spitals. 
No tim e was co nsumed in asking nam es o r 
keeping reco rds. 
It is impo ssible to give the 
num ber o f perso ns hurt in the jam . 
One es­ 
timate places it at no t less than 1,000 w ho sus­ 
tained injuries o f so me so rt.

ANOTHER PANIC. 
A no ther panic, attended w ith disastro us 
results, happened almo st at the same tim e in 
the no rth divisio n o f the City. 
XVhen the 
firewo rks had ceased in Linco ln P ark the 
tho usands o f peo ple rushed o ut pell inell in a 
mad race fo r seats o n the street cars. 
A 
wo o den sidewalk abo ut 500 feet lo ng gave 
way and several hundred peo ple fell five o r 
six feer. 
In the scramble to get o ut wo men 
and children were trampled upo n and m any 
painfully, but it is repo rted no ne were fatally 
injured. 
The cro wd surged acro ss the street 
and bro ke do wn the o ther sidew alk. 
The 
po lice here were abie^to clear the street with 
pro m ptitude, and helped the injured ho me. 
Amo ng tho se hurt were Max R o hrcr, T. C. 
So rcnzo n, F. I). Dippe 
and wife, Janies 
Spo lo cy, aged eight; Jo hn G ranahcn, and 
E dw ard Hetches. 
No ne o f them will die.

T h e last of the Albany penitentiary con­ 
tracts expire.;) yesterday, and the prisoners 
are all idle with the exception of about 80 
who are clearing up the work of the brush 
contract which expired in January last. The 
Express says that of the 800 who have been 
idle for several months, not one has shown 
signs of the mental ruin or moral degradation 
so much complained of in the state institu­ 
tions. 
But the tax payers are likely to feel 
an unpleasant pressure upon the brain,for the 
income of the county from the penitentiary, 
which was $5,000 per month when the shoe 
contracts were in operation, has fallen to 
$1,400 a month, and will now be less. 


P r e s i d e n t H a r r i s o n rem arked in his 
brief speech yesterday that “ the captain who 
gives to the sea his cargo of rags that lie may 
give safety and deliverance to his imperiled 
fellow men has fame; he who lands the 
cargo has only wages.” 
This throws the 
Philadelphia Record into a spasm of disgust; 
in one place it speaks of the unhappy simile, 
as the likening of W ashington to the captain 
of a cargo of rags, and in another it suggests 
he got 
pretty near the 
ragged edge of 
rhetorical flapdoodle. 
It is surprising that 
that the Record should make such a blunder. 
The person whom the President had in mind 
was the one whom that paper has been ap­ 
plauding as a hero for a week or more— 
Captain Murrell of the Missouri. 
He did 
throw over his cargo of rags to save imperiled 
lives, and it was one of the noblest deeds 
of the last quarter-century. 
Murrell was 
verv much such a hero on a small scale as 
W ashington had been on a large one. 
The 
simile was happy, apposite and timely, and 
was a compliment that may cause o^ier men 
to imitate Murrell’s example. 


W i l l i a m H. B a rn itm , Chairm an of the

lie began life as a farm er’s son in 
Columbia county, this state, but his father

The son followed the occupation 
of his father during his entire life, and accu 
mulnted a fortune. 
He entered politics in 
1851 as a member of the 
Legislature. He 
wa9 subsequently elected to the lower house 
of Congress for five terms, serving from 1867 
till 1876, when he resigned to fill the vacancy 
in the Senate caused by the death of O. S 
Ferry, 
He was succeeded three years later 
by O. H. Platt, Republican. 
Since 1868 he 
has been a delegate to every Democratic Na­ 
tional Convention. 
His chairm anship of the 
Democratic National Committee dates from 
1880, in which year his zeal in charging up 
on Gen. Garfield the Morey forgery disturbed 
popular confidence in his integrity and re 
spect for truth. 
He was a firm believer in 
the use of money for the carrying of elec­ 
tions, and contributed liberally.

100,000 MEN IN LIN E. 
Although Chief Marshal Butterfield did 
his utmost to keep the parade within m an­ 
ageable bounds, it is believed the number of 
men in line ran up to nearly 100,000. 
People 
who thought yesterday’s m ilitary parade was 
the finest sight they had ever seen will have 
to revise their opinions this evening. Nearly 
every trade and industry, every nationality 
and all the principal civic organizations which 
exist in the big Cosmopolitan City were re­ 
presented, each in its own peculiar fashion, 
iormitig a display of the utmost variety and 
picturesqueness. 


M AGNIFICENT FLOATS. 
The great feature of the parade was the 
series of floats, which were constructed on a 
magnificent scale representing many histori­ 
cal events and allegorical tableaux, illustrat- 
; the industrial progress of the Nation dur- 
; the century of its existence. 
The novel 
lit of men engaged in actual labor upon 
these floats in the various industries repre­ 
sented while the parade was moving along 
was paesentcd, and in the character of the 
canizatums participating there was no end 
of variety. 


TH E GERMAN SECTION. 
A striking feature was the German section 
which was 
presented by 25,000 men in 
line, and whose floats were mainly devoted 
to allegorical designs,arranged with the most 
artistic taste. 


NOTABLE HISTORIC DESIGNS. 
Among the more notable of the historic de­ 
signs were the floats which represented V ir­ 
ginia,which was iu the form of an old sailing 
vessel bringing over colonists to the Jamestown 
Settlement ; New York’s float showed a boat­ 
load of Dutch settlers landing on Manhattan 
Island, with a tent and Indian on the shore. 
Massachusetts had a Mayflower on a small 
scale in which a group of the Pilgrim F ath­ 
ers were gathered amidships and the famous 
compact was being signed. 
A log cabin with 
Indians trading with the early settlers, repre­ 
senting Delew are anil Maryland, hail a scene 
on the shore of (Jhesepeake Bay. where Lord 
Baltimore 
landed 
with 
his 
colonists. 
(4n the Pennsylvania float William Penn was 
represented dealing with the Indians and n 
fusing to make a treaty. 
Georgia had a small 
Colton plantation with Governor Ogelethorpe 
and a group of early Üuguetiot settlers in 1 lie 
foreground. Other floats showed the reading 
of the Declaration of Independence, W ashing­ 
ton Crossing tIre: Delaware and Washington at 
Valley Forge with Steuben. The first named 
came near the head of the column and was a 
copy of the Old Fetleral State House 
Philadelphia, where the Declaration of Iude- 
pendance was drawn up anti signed, July 4, 
1776. 
The Swiss Germans had two tloats, 
beautiful in design, one representing Heluetiu 
with 22 living female figures in the dress of 
the different cantons, and au Alpine «cene 
with a living group showing Tell defying 
Gessler.

GENERAL TELEGRAPH NEWS

C h ic a g o . May 1.—One hundred thousand 
men, women and children were tossed into 
waves about the big Lake Front P ark last 
night. 
Half a hundred people are known to 
have been seriously hurt, a num ber perhaps 
fatally. 
Scores of others suffered painful 
wounds. 
The people were masked in walls 
solitl as the frowning stones of the Audi­ 
torium against which they were hurled when 
the first strong blow of excitem ent broke the 
great mob into scores of tremendous crushes 
and stampedes. 
Under the glare of the .fire­ 
works, which the throng hail gathered to see, 
the faces of thousands of women showed 
white and pleading. The shrieks of children, 
tram pled under font, could be plainly heard 
above the booming of tiie fag bombs and the 
cheers of the unaffected parts of the fast as­ 
semblage. 
First the pressure of the west 
sitie forced the crowd against the Auditorium,

One of the most elaborate tableaux was in 
the German wing of the procession. 
It rep­ 
resented Prince Carnival and was 30 feet 
long, eight feet wide and 18 feet high.

number of colossal champaigne bottles, six 
feet high, with an enormous glass poised upon 
their corks, stood in the middle of the floor. 
For decorations there were m iniature musical 
instruments and groupes of merry-makers, 
dancers and maskers.

chines and bright new uniforms. 
There 
were about 4,000 men in this division. 
The 
400 Brooklyn Police, who came along just 
after the firemen, also presented a tine ap­ 
pearance. 
ITALIAN DrVISION. 
The extent of the Italian division surprised 
many of the spectators. The Italian Military 
Association turned out 13 companies of 36 
men each, the civic societies as many more, 
while their two floats were as well received 
as any in the parade. 


OTHER FOREIGN ELEM ENTS. 
The Scandinavian-American societies also 
made a good showing. 
Indeed what are 
usually 
termed 
the "foreign elem ents” 
earned the right to a large share of the credit 
for the success of the parade. 


TH E HIBERN IA N S. 
The Hibernians numbered quite 10,000. 
Some were uniformed and some v.ere not. 
Irish and American flags alternated all over 
the division. 
TH E COLORED MEN. 
The Colored Centennial Committee was 
preceded by n band of coloretl musicians who 
discoursed some very 
remarkable music. 
The regular Irish section of the parade was 
under command of General Martin T. Mc­ 
Mahon. 
It included nearly all the Irish- 
American societies of New-York and about 
a dozen Catholic benevolent societies. 
The 
Irishmen had no reason to think their efforts 
were not appreciated, for the sight of the 
green flag beside the Stars and Stripes was 
rapturously greeted at every stand and by 
the people who liucd the curb stones. 
In 
this last division there were a number of in­ 
teresting trade floats. 


IMMENSE CROWDS. 
W hen the line turned into Broadway from 
W averly Place the parnders, it is safe to as 
sume, never saw such a sea of faces or 
heard 
such* 
enthusiastic 
cheers. 
It 
was almost impossible for the police to keep 
the crowd back. 
Flags waved from the win­ 
dows, and faces were visible at every nook in

roar the mob was forced eastward utmost to 
the lake side.

One of them shot out from the 
stand and squitmed through the people, 
scorching everybody in its course.

followed a moment later, seeming literally to 
rip the crowd in two. 
Women fainted

¡Seventy-five policemen, sent by Cap­ 
tain Bartram to keep order, were tossed about 
as they might have been on a billowy sea. 
But the worst was to come. 
Congress-street 
is narrow alongside the Auditorium, and 
when the greatest jam came, as it soon after­ 
ward did, when the fireworks were over, ami 
the people started west-warti and encountered 
the m ultitudes who had not been able to see 
tiie fireworks, the collision was frightful. 
Men fought and cursed and bore each other 
down, the women anti children meantime 
getting the worst of the struggle.

by 
thousands 
of heels, 
their 
cries being unheeded in the tlin. 
The police­ 
men, In despair, threatened to shoot the men 
who were pressing resistlcssly over the un­ 
fortunate weaklings.

their revolvers anti fired in the air to frighten 
the mob into qujet, but apparently nothing 
could stay the outbreak. 
It was not until the 
west bound thousands at last forced their 
way out into Wabash-avenue that the wild 
scene ended. 
TH E IN JU R ED . 
The victims were hurriedly gathered up 
and carried to their homes and the hospitals. 
No time was consumed in asking names or 
keeping records. 
It is impossible to give the 
number of persons hurt in the jam .

timate places it at not less than 1.000 who sus 
tained injuries of some sort.

ANOTHER PA N IC. 
Another panic, attended with disastrous 
results, happened almost at the same time in 
the uorth division of the City. 
W hen tiie 
fireworks had ceased in Lincoln Park the 
thousands of people rushed out pell mull in a 
mad race for seats on the street ears. 
A 
wooden sidewalk about 500 feet long gave 
way and several hundred i>eoplc fell five or 
six feet. 
In the scramble to get out women 
and children were trampled upon and many 
painfully, but it is reported none were fatally 
injured. 
The crowd surged across the street 
ami broke down the other sidewalk. 
The 
police here were ablento clear the street with 
prom ptitude, and helped the injured home. 
Among those hurt were Max Rohrcr, T. C. 
Sorcnzon, F. I). Dippc and wife, Jam es 
Spolocy, aged eight; John Granahcn, and 
Edw ard Hetehes. 
None of them will die.

MR. DEPEW’S ADDR ESS. 


The grandest product of y esterday ’s cele­ 
bration was the address of Chauncey M. De‘ 
pew. 
Mr. Dept v ; has made many speeches 
and is alway s interesting, but y esterday he 
rose to the sublime height of the occasion, 
and his speech will go down to history to oc­ 
cupy an immortal place by the side of those of 
Webster and Clay and Story and Wirt, which 
ranked them as tin,' foremost orators of the 
nation. 
We hav e only room for a few ex ­ 
tracts. 
Here is his tribute to Thomas J elTer- 


More clearly than any s t a t ‘sinan of the period 
did Thom as Jefferson ¿rasp and divine the possi­ 
bilities of popular g ov ernm ent. 
He caug ht end 
crystallized the spirt’ of free institutions. 
His phil­ 
osophical mind was sing ularly free from the power 
of precedents or the chains of prejudice. He had 
an unq uestioning and abiding faith in the people, 
w hich « 'as accepted by but few of his com patriot» 
U pon his famous axiom, of th e eq uality of all men 
before the law, he constructed b n system . It was 
tne tripham m er essenti 1 for the em erg ency to 
l reak the links binding the colonies to im perial au­ 
th o rity and to pulverize V e priv ileg es of caste. 
H 
inspired him to write the D eclaration of Independ 
once, hut it persuaded him to doubt the wisdom of 
the poweis concentrated in the Constitution. 
In 
his passionate love of liberty he becam e intensely 
jealous of authority. He destroyed the substance of 
royal prerog ative, but nev er escaped 
from its 
shallow. But he would hav e the states as the 
g uardians of popular 
rig h ts and the 
barriers 
ag ainst centralization, and he saw in the g rowing 
pow er of the nation ever increasing encroachm ents 
upon the rig hts of the people. 
For the success of 
the pure Democracy which m ust precede Presidents 
and Cabinets and Cong resses, it was perhaps provi­ 
dential that its apostle never believed a g reat people 
could g rant ami >till retain, could g ive and at, will 
reclaim , could deleg ate and yet tlrinJy hold, the 
auth o rity which ultim ately created th e power of 
th eir republic and enlarg ed the scope of their own 
liberty. [Great applause.] 
But after sev en y ears’ trial llie J effersonian 
idea, a republic gov erned by a Congress of 
states, ’• a diplomatic conv ention of the am­ 
bassadors of petty commonwealths,” was hill­ 
ing asunder. Civ il war was threatened among 
its members,insurrection and lawlessness were 
rife among the states, foreign commerce was 
ruined and internal trade paraly zed, the cur­ 
rency worthless, merchants bankrupt, farms 
mortgaged, markets closed, and labor unem­ 
ploy ed. 
Washington gav e the warning, and 
the response was the Constitutional Conv en­ 
tion of 17 87 at Philadelphia. 
The pride of 
states, and the ambition of their leaders, sec­ 
tional jealousies, and the ov erwhelming dis­ 
trust of centralized power were all array ed 
against the constitution. 
But here appear the 
influences that sav ed the constitution: 


Success was due to confidence in W ashing ton and 
the g enius of Alexander H am ilton. 
Jefferson was 
the inspiration of independence, but Hamilton was 
th e incarnation of the Constitution. 
In no ag e nor 
country has there appeared a more precocious or 
am azing intellig ence than H am ilt hi. 
At 17 he a n­ 
nihilated the President of his colleg e, upon the q ues­ 
tion of the rig hts of the colonies, in a series of 
anonym ous articles w hich were credited to the 
ablest men in the country: at 17, w hen he died, his 
briefs had become the 'aw of the land, and ins 
fiscal system was, and a fte r a hundred years re­ 
m ains, the rule and policy of our Governm ent. 
He 
g av e lite to the corpse of national credit, and the 
streng th for self-preservation and ag g ressiv e power 
to the Federal Union. 
Both as an expounder of 
th e principles and an adm inistrator of the affairs of 
g ov ernm ent ho stands suprem e and unrivalled in 
A m erican history. His eloq uence w as so mag netic, 
ltis 
lang uag e so 
clear, 
and 
his reasoning so 
irresistible, 
th at 
he 
sw ayed 
with 
eq ual ease 
p op ular assemblies, g rav e Senates, and learned 
Judg es. 
He captured the peop'e of the whole 
co untry for the Constitution by his papers in the 
F ed era list, and conq uered th e hostile m ajority in 
th e New York Convention by the splendor of' his 
o ratq iv 
But the m ultitudes whom no nryntment 
could convince, who saw in the executiv e power and 
centralized force of the C onstitution, under another 
nam e, the dreaded usurpation of K 'tig and Ministry, 
w ere satisfied only with the assurance “ Washing ton 
w ill be President. 
“ Good,” cried Jo h n Lamb, till­ 
able leader of the Sous of Liberty, as he dropped his 
opposition, “for to no other m ortal would I trust 
authority 
so 
enorm ous.” “ W ashing ton will be 
President,” was the battle cry of the Constitution. 
It q uieted alarm and g ave confidence to the tim id 
and courag e to the weak. 
* 
* H e alone could 
stay assault and inspire confidence while the g reat 
and com plicated m achinery of org anized g overn­ 
m ent was put In order am i set in m otion. 
Doubt 
existed nowhere except in his m odest aud unam bi­ 
tious heart. 


Here is a picture of the greatness of Washr 
ington: 


W ashing ton was never dram atic, b ut on g reat oc­ 
casions he not onlv rose to the full ideal of the 
ev ent, he became himself the event. 
One hundred 
years ag o to-day the procession of foreig n Ambassa­ 
dors, of statesm en and G nerals, of civic societies 
and m ilitary com panies, 
w b'cb 
escorted him, 
m arched from Franklin Sq uare to Pearl street, 
throug h Pearl to Broad, and up Broad to tins spot, 
b ut th e people saw only W ashing ton 
* 
* As he 
cam e forw ard the m ultitudes in the streets, in the 
w indow s,and on the roofs sent up such a rapturens 
shout th at W ashing ton s a t down overcom e with 
em otion. As he slowly rose and bis ta ll and m ajes­ 
tic form ag ain appeared, the pt ople, deeply affected, 
in aw ed silence viewed the scene. 
The Chancellor 
solem nly read to him the o ath of office, and W ash­ 
ing ton, repeating , said: “ I do solem nly sw ear th a t I 
will faithfully execute the office of President of the 
U nited 
States, and will, 
to 
the b est of my 
ability, 
preserve, 
p ro te ct 
and 
defend 
the 
Constitution 
of 
th e 
U nited States.” 
Then he reverently bent low and kissed the Bible, 
uttering with profound em otion, “ So help me, 
G od.” The Chancellor w aved his robes and shouted, 
“ It is done; long live G eorg e W ashing ton, Presi­ 
dent of the United S tates ! 
“ Long live Georg e 
W ashing ton, our first P resident ! ” w as the answ er­ 
ing cheer of the people, and from the belfries rang 
th e b ‘11s, and from forts and ships thundered tin* 
cannon, echoing and rep eating the cry with re­ 
sponding acclaim all ov er the land, “ Long live 
G eorg e W ashing ton, P resident of the U nited States!” 
The simple anil im posing cerem ony over, the in 
a ug v a l read, tiie blessing of God prayerfully peti­ 
tioned in old St. Paul’s, th e festiv ities passed; and 
W ashing ton stood alone. 
No one el--e could t ike 
th e helm of state, and enthusiast and doubter alike 
truste d onlv him. The .caching s and habits of the 
jwist h ad educated the people to faith in the inde­ 
pendence of their states,and fo r the suprem e author­ 
ity of the new g ov ernm ent th ere stood ag ainst the 
i 
precedent of a century and the passions of the 
iour little besides the arg um ents of Hamilton, 
Ma lison and Jay in the 
Fed era list, and the judg ­ 
m ent of W ashing ton. 
W ith th e first attem p t to ex­ 
ercise national power beg an th e duel to the death 
betw een state sovereig nty claim ing the rig ht to 
nullify Federal laws or secede from the Union, and 
th e pow er of the republic to com m and the resources 
of th e country, to enforce its auth o rity, and protect 
its life. It was the beg inning of the sixty years' war 
fo r th e Constitution and tbe nation. 
It seared con­ 
sciences, deg raded politics, destroyed parties,ruined 
statesm en, and retarded the adv ance anil develop­ 
m ent of the country; it sacrificed hundreds of thou­ 
sands of precious lives, and sq uandered thousands 
of millions of money, it desolatedlttie fairest portion 
of th e land and carried m ourning into ev ery home 
N orth and South; but it ended a t A ppom attox in the 
absolute trium ph of the republic. (Applause.J ♦ ♦ * 
No m an ever stood for so m uch to his country 
and to m ankind as Georg e W ashing ton. 
H am ilton, 
Jefferson and Adams, M adison and J a y, each repre 
sented some of the elem ents w hich form ed the 
Union. 
But, W ashiug ton em bodied them all. They

Mil­ 
ton said of Cromwell, “ th a t w ar m ade him g reat, 
jieace g reater.” The superiority of W ashing ton's 
ch a ra cte r anil g enius were m ore conspicuous in the 
form ation of our G overnm ent and in p utting it on 
indestructible foundations th a n in leading arm ies 
to v ictory and conq uering the independence of his 
country. 
"T he Union in any ev ent," is the central 
th o ug h t of his farewell address, and all the years of 
his g rand life were devoted 
fb its form ation and 
preserv ation. 


Tbe 
nation 
which 
Washington created 
and bequeathed to us, is described as it ex ­ 
ists to-day in this glowing picture: 


W e stand to-day upon the div iding line between 
th e first and second century of constitutional Gov­ 
ernm ent. There are no clouds over o ur heads, and 
no convulsions under our feet. 
We rev erently re­ 
turn thanks to Almig hty God for the past, and with 
confidence and hopeful prom ise m arch upon sure 
g round tow ard the future. The sim ple facts of these 
hundred ye a rs paralyze tne ¡m ag i nation, and we con­ 
tem p late the vast accum ulations of the century with 
aw e and pride.

th e new and free South hav e obliterated the evi­ 
dences of destruction and m ade the w ar a memory, 
and h av e stim ulated production until our annual sur­ 
plus nearly eq uals th at of E n.land, F rance and 
G erm any combined. 
(A pplause.) 
T he 
teem lug 
m illions of Asia till the p atieut soil, and work the 
sh uttle and loom as their fa rbers hav e done for cen­ 
turies ; modern Europe has felt the influence and 
received the benefit of the incalculable m ultiplica­ 
tion of forue by ¡inventive g enius since the Napo 
iconic w a rs ; aud yet, only 269 years a fte r the lit'le 
b ind of forty Pilg rims landed on P lym outh Rock, 
th e people or these United S tat s. num bering less 
th&a one-flfteeuth of the inh abitants or tne g lolie, do 
one-third of its mining , one-fourth of its m anufac­ 
turing , one-fifth of its ag riculture, and own one- 
six'h. of its wealth, TGreat applause.] 
Here is Mr. Depew’s peroration : 


T he sun of our destiny is still rising , a nd its rays 


illum inate vast territories as yet unoocupied anti 
undeveloped, and which are to be the happy homes 
of millions of people. The q uestions w hich affect 
the pow ers of g ov ernm ent and the expansion or 
lim itation of the authority of the Federal Constitu­ 
tion are so com pletely settled, and so unanim ously 
approved, th a t our political divisions produce only 
the healthy antag onism of parties which is nects- 
sAry for the preservation of liberty. 
O ur institu­ 
tions furnish the full eq uipm ent of shield and spear 
for all the battles of freedom , and absolute protec­ 
tion ag ainst ev ery dang er which threatens the wel­ 
fare or the people will always be found in the intelli­ 
g ence which ap preciates/heir value, and the cour­ 
ag e and m orality with which their pow ers are exer­ 
cised. 
The spirit of Georg e W ashing ton fills the ex­ 
ecutive office. 
Presidents may not rise to the 
full m easure of his g reatness, but they m ust not fall 
below his standard of duty and oblig ation. 
[Great 
applause.) His life and character, conscientiously 
studied and thoroug hly understood by com ing g en­ 
erations, will be for them a liberal education for 
priv ate l’fo and public station, for citizensnip and 
patriotism , for love and devotion to union and lib­ 
erty. 
W ith their inspiring past anil splendid pres­ 
ent, the people of these United States, heirs of a 
hundred years, marvellously rich in all w hich adds 
to the g lory and g reatness of a nation, w ith an abid­ 
ing trust in the stability aud elasticiiy of their Con­ 
stitution, andean abounding faith in them selves, hail 
the com ing century witn hope and joy. 


A REGRETFUL PROHIBITIONIST. 


Gen. Clinton B. Fisk of New J ersey was 
the Prohibitionist candidate for President 
last fall, and took special pride in the effort 
to roll up a complimentary v ote in his own 
state. 
He receiv ed 7 ,9 04 v otes, while the 
Democratic plurality ov er the Republican 
v ote was 7 ,149 . 
Gen Fisk had it therefore in 
his power to giv e the state to the Republicans, 
and thus keep it under the control of the men 
who passed the high license bill the y ear be­ 
fore. 
The election could not hav e been v ery 
satisfactory to his party . 
It did indeed gain 
a few thousands in the nation ov er 18 8 4, but 
was still so far behind that an equal ratio of 
gain would y et leav e it far in the rear 250 
y ears hence. 
If any Prohibitionist felt en­ 
thusiasm ov er the prospect, Gen. Fisk was 
not the man. 
He looked at the situation 
grav ely . 
It became ev ident that if he was to 
do any thing substantial for temperance in the 
approaching ev ening of his life, he must use 
practical means. 
The ov erwhelming defeat of the Prohibi­ 
tion amendment in Massachusetts last week 
was another rev elation to him. 
He had be­ 
liev ed that the people would stand by the 
principle ev en while repudiating the party 
that had hy pocritically prostituted it to self­ 
ish uses. 
But he has discov ered that the 
people hav e found a more effectiv e and satis­ 
factory way . 
They are committing temper­ 
ance reform to the adv ocates of high license, 
which is the v ery principle that his own 
party ov erthrew in New J ersey last fall. 
lie 
feels the loss and injury to the state most 
griev ously , and wishes it had high license 
back again. 
Here is what he say s o? the re­ 
peal, which he does not hesitate to pronounce 
an infamous conspiracy ; 


Thi‘ prohibitionists, after m ature deliberation, 
have carefully considered the q uestion, and have 
determ ined to tem porarily yield some of our de­ 
mands, for tbe sake of defeating this infam ous con­ 
spiracy ag ainst the welfare of respectable citizens. 
It is, therefore, the duty of all tem perance people 
to unite in this fig ht for rig hteousness ag ainst the 
arm y of the devil. 
We will m eet half w ay any 
plan to accom plish the downfall of the ring . 
We 
will indorse any platform of principles looking 
tow ard th a t end. 


In the state of New York those Prohibi­ 
tionists who hav e consciences like Gen. Fisk 
are in the same wretched dilemma. 
They 
cast 30,215 v otes for J ones, their candidate 
for Gov ernor, last fall, and those v otes 
re-elected Dav id B. Hill, the candidate of the 
saloons. 
Ex cept for this the Legislature 
would not now be tendering teethe ex ecutiv e 
a compromise measure like the ex cise com ­ 
mission bill with lhe certainty that he will 
v eto it, but a complete and practical high li­ 
cense law like that of Pennsy lv ania, with 
positiv e assurance that It would meet tlie ap 
prov al of the Gov ernor, who would be War 
nor Miller. 
Hill is Gov ernor, and for two jears more 
he will bring his v eto down upon ev ery 
measure for the better regulation of the 
liquor truffle. 
But he will find himself ov er 
thrown if ev ery Prohibitionist in New Yorl 
adopts the determination of Gen. Fisk and 
the men of New J ersey for whom he speaks 
They can by doing this elect a two-third 
high license majority in both Senate and As 
sembly nex t fall, and the Legislature thus 
created would pass a high license law that 
would absolutely crush the political power o 
the saloons, and again pass it ov er his v eto 
The Prohibitionists elected a Democratic Sen 
ator in the Rochester district in 18 8 7 , and thus 
prev ented the Republicans from obtaining a 
majority of two-thirds in that body . 
They 
can, it they choose, elect a Republican Sena 
tor not only in that district, but in the Sara 
toga and Rensselaer districts at the comin 
election, and re-elect J udge Robertson in the 
Westchester and S. S. Hawkins in the Long 
Island districts. 
For two y ears they hav e 
elected Democrats in the second find third 
Ulster districts, and they hokl the balance of 
power in Chemung county , one district in 
Erie, the sev enth and tenth Kings, the six th

Democrats 
last 
fall. 
With 
these 
elev en 
added 
to the Republican strength 
in 
the As 
sembly the v ote of that party would be 9 0 
which is four in ex cess of a two-thirds ma 
jority . 
Gen. Fisk’s good resolution is too 
late to undo Ihe mischief wrought by the 
Democratic party in New J ersey , but lie can 
do good serv ice for the temperance cause by 
making a stumping tour through the doubt­ 
ful legislativ e districts of this state nex t fall. 
W e should hav e had high license two y ears 
ago ex cept for the perv ersity or moral blind­ 
ness of his party .

The spirit of George W ashington Alls the ex­ 
ecutive office. Presidents may not rise to the 
full m easure of liis greatness, but they m ust not fall 
below his standard of duty and obligation. IGreat 
applause.) His life and character, conscientiously 
studied and thoroughly understood by coming gen­ 
erations, will be for them a liberal education for 
private l'fe and public station, for citizensnip and 
patriotism , for love and devotion to union and lib­ 
erty. W ith their inspiring past and splendid pres­ 
ent, the people of these United States, heirs of a 
hundred years, marvellously rich in all which adds 
to the glory uud greatness of a nation, with an abid­ 
ing trust in the stability andelasticiiy of their Con­ 
stitution, and'nn abounding faith in themselves, hail 
the coming century with hope and joy. 


More clearly than any stat'sm an of the period 
did Thomas Jefferson grasp and divine the possi­ 
bilities of popular government. He caught end 
crystallized the spiri' of free institutions. His phil­ 
osophical mind wns singularly free from the power 
of precedents or the chains of prejudice. He had 
an unquestioning and abiding faith iu the people, 
which was accepted bv but few of his compatriutsi 
Upon his famous axioin, of the equality of all men 
before the law, he constructed bn system . It was 
tne tripham m er essenti 1 for the em ergency to 
break the links binding the colonies to imperial au­ 
thority and to pulverize »" e privileges of caste. It 
inspired him to write the Declaration of Independ 
once, but it persuaded him to doubt the wisdom of 
the poweis concentrated in the Constitution. In 
Ins passionate love of liberty he became intensely 
jealous of authority. lie destroyed the substance of 
royal prerogative, but never escaped from its 
shadow. But he would have the states as the 
guardians of popular lights and the barriers 
against centralization, and he saw in the growing 
power of the nation ever-increasing encroachm ents 
upon the rights of the people. For the success of 
tne pure Democracy which must precede Presidents 
and Cabioets and Congresses, it was perhaps provi- 
dential that its apostle never believed a great people 
could grant ami still retain, could give and at will 
reclaim, could delegate and yet Hrmly hold, the 
authority which ultim ately created the power of 
their republic and enlarged the scope of their own 
liberty. [Great applause.] 
But after seven years’ trial the Jeffersonian 
idea, a republic governed by a Congress of 
states, " a diplomatic convention of the am 
bassndors of petty commonwealths,” was fall­ 
ing asunder. Civil war was threatened among 
its memliers,insurrection and lawlessness were 
rife among the states, foreign commerce was 
ruined and internal trade paralyzed, the cur 
rency worthless, merchants bankrupt, farms 
mortgaged, markets closed, and labor unem­ 
ployed. Washington gave the warning, and 
the response was tiie Constitutional Conven­ 
tion of 1787 at Philadelphia. The pride of 
states, and the ambition of their leaders, sec­ 
tional jealousies, and the overwhelming dis­ 
trust of centralized power were all arrayed 
against the constitution. But here appear the 
influences that saved the constitution: 
Success was due to confidence in W ashington and 
the genius of Alexander Hamilton. Jefferson was 
ttie inspiration of independence, but Hamilton was 
the incarnation of the Constitution. In no age nor 
country has there appeared a more precocious or 
amazing intelligence m an H am iltm . At 17 he an 
liihilated the President of his college, upon the ques 
tion of the rights of the colonies, iu a series of 
anonymous articles which were credited to the 
ablest men in the country: at 17, when be died, his 
briefs had become the ’aw of the land, and his 
fiscal system was, and after a hundred years re 
mains, the rule and policy of our Government. He 
gave tile to the corpse of national credit, and the 
strength for self-preservation and aggressive power 
to the Federal Union. Botli as an expounder of 
the principles and an adm inistrator of the affairs of 
government he stands supreme and unrivalled iu 
American history. His eloquence was so magnetic 
his language so clear, and his reasoning so 
irresistible, that he swayed with equal east 
popular assemblies, grave Senates, and learned 
Judges. He captured the people of the whole 
country forthe Constitution by his papers in the 
Federalist, and conquered the hostile m ajority in 
the New York Convention by tt.e splendor of his 
orntqiv But the mult ¡Mides whom no argum ent 
could convince, who saw in the executive power and 
centralized force of the Constitution, under anothe: 
name, the dreaded usurpation of King and Ministry, 
were satisfied only with the assurance “ W ashington 
w ill be President. 
“Good,” cried John Lamb, the 
able leader of the Sons of liberty, as he dropped his 
opposition, “for to no other m ortal would I trust 
authority so enorm ous.” “W ashington will be 
President,” was the battle cry of the Constitution 
it quieted alarm and gave confidence to the tim id 
and courage to the weak. * * He alone could 
stay assault and inspire confidence while the great 
and com plicated m achinery of organized govern 
ment was put In order anil set in motion. Doubt 
existed nowhere except in his m odest aud unarabl 
tious heart. 
Here is a picture of the greatness Of Wash­ 
ington: 
W ashington was never dram atic, but on great oc 
casious he not onlv rose to the full ideal of the 
event, he becam e himself the event. One hundred 
years ago to-day the procession of foreign Ambassa­ 
dors, of statesm en and G nerals, of civic societies 
and m ilitary companies, 
wh'eh escorted him 
m arched from Franklin Square to Pearl street 
through Pearl to Broad, and up Broad to tb*s spo! 
but the people saw only W ashington * * As he 
cante forw ard the m ultitudes in the streets, in the 
w indows, anil on the roofs sent up such a raptem os 
shout that W ashington sat down overcom e wit" 
emotion. As he slowly rose and his tall and inaje 
tic form again api>eared, thep, ople, deeply affected, 
in awed silence viewed the scene. The Chancellor 
solemnly read to him the oath of office, and Wash 
ingion, repeating, said: “I do solemnly sw ear that 
will faithfully execute the office of President of th< 
United States, and will, to the best of my 
ability, 
preserve, 
protect 
and 
defend 
the 
Constitution 
of 
the 
United States. 
Then he reverently bent low and kissed the Bible, 
uttering with profound emotion, “ So htlp me 
God.” The Chancellor waved his robes and shouted 
“ It is done; long live George W ashington, Presi­ 
dent of the United States I ” " Long live George 
W ashington, our first President! ” was the answer­ 
ing cheer of the people, and from the belfries rang 
the bells, and frcm forts and ships thundered the 
cannon, echoing and repeating the cry with re 
sponding acclaim all over the land. "L ong liv 
George W ashington, Presidentof theU nited States 
The sim ple and imposing cerem ony over, the i 
augural read, the blessing of God prayerfully pe 
tioned in old St. Paul's, the festivities passed; and 
W ashington stood alone. No one el-e could t ike 
the helm of state, and enthusiast and doubter al 
trusted only him . The .cachings and habits of the 
Iwst hail educated the people to faith in the 
pendence of their states,and for the suprem e author 
tty of the new government there stood against the 
precedcut of a century and the passions of the 
hour little besides the argum ents of Hamilton 
Ma Itson and Jay in the Federalist, and the judg 
m ent of W ashington. With the first attjm p t to ex­ 
ercise national power began the duel to the death 
between stat*' sovereignty claim ing the right 
nullify Federal laws or secede from the Union, anil 
the power of the republic to com m and the resources 
of tne country, to enforce its authority, and protect 
its life. It was the beginning of the sixty j-ears' wo 
for the Constitution and the nation. It seared con 
sciences, degraded polities, destroyed pnrties.ruined 
statesm en, and retarded the advance anil develop 
m ent of the country; it sacrificed hundreds of thou 
sands of precious lives, and squandered thousands 
of millions of money, it desolateil^ttie fairest portion 
of the land aud carried mourning into every home 
North and South; but it ended at Appom attox In the 
absolute trium ph of the republic. [Applause ] * * » 
No mau ever stood for so much to his country 
and to m ankind as George W ashington. Hanjilton, 
Jefferson anil Adams, Madison and Jay, each repre­ 
sented some of the elements which formed the 
Union. But, W ashington embodied them all. They 
fell at tim es under popular disapproval, were 
burned in effigy, were stoned, but he with unerring 
judgm ent was always the leader of the people. 5111- 
ton said of Cromwell, “ that w ar m ade him great, 
peace greater.” The superiority of W ashington’s 
character and genius were more conspicuous in the 
form ation of our Government and in putting it. on 
Indestructible foundations than in leading arm ies 
to victorj- and conquering the independence of bis 
country. “ The Union in any event,” is the central 
thought of his farewell address, and all the years of 
his grand life were devoted ff> its form ation and 
preservation. 
Tbe nation which Washington created 
and bequeathed to us, is described as it ex­ 
ists to-day in this glowing picture: 
We stand to-day upon the dividing line between 
the first and second century of constitutional Gov­ 
ernm ent. There are no clouds over our heads, and 
no convulsions under our feet. We reverently re­ 
turn thanks to Almighty God for the past, and with 
confidence and hopeful promise m arch upon sure 
ground tow ard the future. The simple facts of these 
uudred years paralyze the 1 magi nation, and we con­ 
tem plate the vast accumulations of the century with 
awe and pride. 
During this generation a civil w ar of unequalled 
magnitude caused the expenditure and loss or eight 
thousand millions of dollars, killed six hundred 
thousand, aud perm anently disabled o w r a million 
Srogress of the 
evelopinent of 
the new and free South have obliterated the evi­ 
dences of destruction and made I he w ar a memory, 
and have stim ulated production until our annual sur­ 
plus nearly equals that of England. France and 
Germ any combined. 
(Applause.) 
The teem ing 
millions of Asia till the patient soil, and work the 
shuttle and loom as their fa'h eri have done for cen­ 
turies ; m odern Europe has felt the influence aud 
received the benefit of the incalculable m ultiplica­ 
tion of force by ¿inventive genius since the Napo 
Iconic w ars ; aud yet, only 269 years after the lit le 
b md of forty Pilgrim s lauded on Plym outh Rook, 
the people or these United Stat s. num bering less 
thaa one-fifteenth of the inhabitants of tae globe, do 
one-third of its m ining, one-fourth of its m anufac­ 
turing, one-fifth of its agriculture, and own one- 
six'h. of its w ealth. [G reat applause.] 
Here is Mr. Depew's peroration : 
The sun of our destiny U still rising, and its rays

Gen. Clinton B. Fisk of New Jersey was 
the Prohibitionist candidate for President 
last fall, and took special pride in the effort 
to roll up a complimentary vote in his own 
state. He received 7,904 votes, while the 
Democratic plurality over the Republican 
vote wits 7,149. Gen Fisk had it therefore in 
his power to give the state to the Republicans, 
and thus keep it under the control of the men 
who passed the high license bill the year be­ 
fore. The election could not have been very 
satisfactory to his party. It did indeed gain 
few thousands in the nation over 1884, but 
was still so far behind that au equal ratio of 
gain would yet leave it far in the rear 250 
years hence. If any Prohibitionist felt en­ 
thusiasm over the prospect, Gen. Fisk was 
not the man. He looked at the situation 
ravely. It became evident that if he was to 
do anything substantial for temperance in the 
approaching evening of his life, he must use 
practical means. 
The overwhelming defeat of the Prohibi­ 
tion amendment in Massachusetts last week 
was another revelation to him. He had be­ 
lieved that the people would stand by the 
principle even while repudiating the party 
that had hypocritically prostituted it to self­ 
ish uses. But he has discovered that the 
people have found a more effective and satis­ 
factory way. They are committing temper­ 
ance reform to the advocates of high license, 
which is the very principle that his own 
party overthrew in New Jersey last fall. He 
feels the loss and injury to the state most 
grievously, and wishes it had high license 
back again. Here is what he says of the re­ 
peal, which lie does not hesitate to pronounce 
an infamous conspiracy: 
The prohibitionists, after m ature deliberation, 
have carefully considered the question, anil have 
determ ined to tem porarily yield some of our de­ 
mands, for the sake of defeating this infamous con­ 
spiracy against the welfare of respectable citizens. 
It is. therefore, the duty of all tem perance people 
to unite in this fight for righteousness against the 
arm y of the devil. We will m eet half way any 
plan to accomplish the downfall of the ring. We 
will indorse any platform of principles looking 
tow ard that end. 
In the state of New York those Prohibi­ 
tionists who have consciences like Gen. Fisk 
in the same wretched dilemma. They 
cast 30,215 votes for Jones, their candidate 
for Governor, last fall, aud those votes 
re-elected David B. Hill, the candidate of th 
saloons. 
Except for this the Legislature 
would not now be tendering tt^the executive 
a compromise measure like the excise com 
mission bill with the certainty that he will 
veto it, but a complete and practical high li­ 
cense law like that of Pennsylvania, with 
positive assurance that It would meet the ap 
proval of the Governor, who would be War 
tier Miller. 
Hill is Governor, and for two jears more 
he will bring his veto down upon every 
measure for the better regulation of the 
liquor traille. But he will find himself over 
thrown if every Prohibitionist in New Yorli 
adopts the determination of Gen. Fisk and 
the men of New Jersey for whom he speaks 
They can by doing this elect a two-third 
high license majority in both Senate and As 
sembly next fall, and the Legislature thus 
created would pass a high license law that 
would absolutely crush the political power of 
the saloons, and again pass it over his veto 
The Prohibitionists elected a Democratic Sen 
ator in the Rochester district in 1887, and tints 
prevented the Republicans from obtaining 
majority of two-thirds in that body. They 
can, it they choose, elect a Republican Sena 
tor not only in that district, but in the Sara 
toga and Rensselaer districts at the comin 
election, and re-elect Judge Robertson in the 
Westchester and S. S. Hawkins in the Lon 
Island districts. For two years they have 
elected Democrats in the second and third 
Ulster districts, and they hold the balance of 
power in Chemung county, one district in 
Erie, the seventh and tenth Kings, the sixth 
New York, the second Niagara, the first 
Oneida, the second Queens, the county of 
Seneca 
and 
the 
first 
Westchester 
all 
of 
which 
chose 
Democrats 
last fall. 
With 
these eleven added 
to the Republican strength in the As 
sembly the vote of that party would be 90 
which is four in excess of a two-thirds ma 
jority. Gen. Fisk’s good resolution is too 
late to undo the mischief wrought by the 
Democratic party in New Jersey, but he can 
do good service for the temperance cause by 
making a stumping tour through the doubt­ 
ful legislative districts of this state next fall. 
We should have had high license two years 
ago except for the perversity or moral blind­ 
ness of his party.

But the tax payers are likely to feel 
an unpleasant pressure upon the brain,for the 
income of the county from the penitentiary, 
which was $5,000 per month when the shoe 
contracts were in operation, has fallen to 
$1,400 a m onth, and will now be less. 


P r e s i d e n t H a r r is o n rem arked in his 
brief speech yesterday that “ tile captain who 
gives to the sea his cargo of rags thnt he may 
give safety and deliverance to bis im periled 
fellow men has fame; he who lands the 
cargo has only wages.”

Dem ocratic National Committee dates from 
1880, in which year his zeal in charging up 
ou Geu. Garfield the Morey forgery disturbed 
popular confidence in his integrity and re­ 
spect for truth.

On the Pennsylvania tic ort W illiam Penn wa* 
represented dealing with the Indians aud re­ 
fusing to make a (tatty. 
Georgia had a small

and a group of early Huguenot settlers iii Hie 
foreground. Giller floats showed the reading 
of the Declaration cd Independence, W ashing­ 
ton Crossing th* Delaware’and W ashington at 
Valiev Forge with Steuben. The ti ret named 
came near the bead of the column aud was a 
copy of the Old Federal Slate House in 
Philadelphia, where the Declaration of Inde­

One of the most cia Bora Ie tableaux was in 
the Germ an w ing of the- procession.

resented Prince Carnival and was BO feet 
loug, eight feet wide and 18 feet high.

num ber of colossal champaigne bottles, six 
feet high, w ith no enormous giant poised upon 
their corks, stood in tile middle of the floor. 
For decorations there were m iniature musical 
instrum ents and grouper of m erry-makers, 
dancers and muckers.

The shrieks of children, 
trem piul under foot. could U* plainly beard 
alcove the (looming Of tin fig boral* und the 
cheers of the unaffected part* of the Vast as­ 
semblage. 
First Hie pressure o f the west 
side forced the crowd against the Auditorium , 
Stiidcbfifcf *'* building and the A rt Institute, 
Then the reaction carlie, and with a great 
roar tile mob was forced eastw ard fthiwBd to 
the lake side. 
The lllinoii Central suburban 
train* Were forced to stop, powcrle-s to get 
(brough the pres* of people. 
Aside from the 
presence of the great crowd itself, tim cause 
of the excitement wa* Hr* huge serpentine 
tire work-. 
One of them shot out from the 
land ami squirmed through the people. 
t orching everybody In lls course. 
A nother 
followed a moment later, sea m ing literally to 
rip tile crowd iii two. 
Women fainted 
everywhere and were brutally tram pled UDOO 
a* they lay in the gras-. 
A movement of the 
crowd away from the threatened horror of a 
wholesale 
panic 
was 
met 
by 
the 
movement In the opposite direction, and the 
result wa* a terrible convulsion of the whole 
boily 
Seventy-five policemen, sent by Cap 
(ain Bartram to keep order, were tossed about 
as they might have lieen on a billowy sea. 
But the worst was to c o o k . 
Congress street 
is narrow a Ion'/side the Auditorium , and 
when the greatest jam Came, a- it soon after­ 
ward did, when the firework* were over, and 
the people started west-ward and encountered 
Hic multitude* who had not been aide to sic 
Hie fireworks, the collision was frightful. 
Mea fought and cursed and lin e each other 
down. the women anil ebildren meantime 
getting Hie worst

They

t ries being unheeded in the din. 
T he police­

mail race for seats on the street ear*. 
A 
wooden sidewalk aland 500 feet long gave 
way and several hundred people fell five or 
six feet. 
Iii the scramble to get out women 
aud children were trampled upon and many 
painfully, but it is reported none were fatally 
injured. 
Tile crowd surged across the street 
aud brake down Hic other sidewalk. 
The 
police here were abloom d ear the street with 
prompt dude, and helped Hie injured home.

Gen. Clinton ll. Fisk of Now Jersey was 
the Prohibitionist candidate 
for President 
last fall, aud took special pride in the effort 
to roll tip a com plim entary vote in his own 
state, 
lie received 7,904 votes, while the 
Dem ocratic plurality over the Republican 
Tote wits 7,149. 
Gen Fisk had it therefore in 
his power lo give the state to the Republicans, 
und thus keep it under the rontrol of the men 
w ho passed the high license bill the year be­ 
fore. 
T he election could not have been very 
satisfactory to his party, 
It did indeed gain
